And. without 
any other argument or security are 
we invited at this new era of the 
war to carry it on upon principles.

Is there not something ex- 
tremely ridiculous in this? * © © It is 
a ground which no principle can justify, 
and which is as impracticable as it is 
impious. That two nations should be 
set to beat one another into friendship 
is too abominable even for the fiction 
of romance; but for a statesman, seri- 
ously and gravely to lay it down as a 
system upon which he means to act, is 
monstrous.”’ 

As to Napoleon's atnbitions and the 
personal denunciation heaped upon him, 
Fox continued: 

“I have been too long aécustomed to 
hear imputations and calumnies thrown 
out upon great and honorable chatacters 
to be much influenced by them. My 
learned friend has paid this night a moet 
just, deserved and honorable tribute of 
applause to the memory of that great 
and unparalleled character, who has 
beén so recently l6st to thé world. . I 
must, like him, beg leave to dwWeli a mo- 
ment on the venerable Georgs Wash- 
ington, though I know it is impossibic 
for me to bestow anything like adequate 
praise on a character which gave us 
more than any other human being the 
example of a perfect trian; vet,’ good, 
great and unexampled as Gen. Wash- 
ington was, I ean remember the time 
when he was not better spoken of In thie 
house than. Bonaparte is now.” 

Fox accomplished nothing that year, 
but in 1801, a preliminary peace was 
signed in London, eventuating in the 
peace of Amiens in 182. When the pre- 
liminary peace was under debate in Par- 
liament it was bitterly assailed, even 
by some members of the Government. 

“If ever peace was precarious,” de- 
clared Earl Spencer, “this is that 
peace. If ever*a precarious peace 
was dangerous, this is that peace. 
The French principles are triumphant. 
and adorned with ali the attraction 
and dignity of success.” 

Grenville, the retired Foreign Min- 
ister, asserted that it was “fraught 
with degradation and national hu- 
miliation.” He contended prophetic- 
ally that it was a truce, not a peace, 
as it failed to settle the vital differ- 
ences. The territorial dispositions 
that the treaty made were decidedly 
advantageous to Prance. 

The ink was not dry upon. the 
Treaty of Amiens before England was 
planning to remold her shattered co- 
alition against Napoleon while he, too, 
undertook preparations on a larger 
scale for a. resumption of the war, 
which broke out anew mm 1808. 

As Lord Grenville had pointed out, 
the vital issues had not been settled 
and the territorta: arrangements 
which England had consented to gave 
France a position that only increased 
the points of friction with Engiand.

If our enemies 
want to sacrifice new human lives be- 
fore our lines by a method of warfare 
which, according to the judgment of a 
captured officer, cannot be classed as 
tactics, but human slaughter, our armies 
will not only not yield, but inflict upon 
them far greater losses than heretofore. 
If they want further losses of ships, our 
submarines will appear everywhere to 
inflict them. It was from such grand 
and proud feeling and consciousness of 
victorious power that our offer of peace 
was. made from motives of the purest 
humanity.” 


Frankfurter Zeitung Says Entente’s 
Peace Answer Must Not Be Evasive. 
AMSTERDAM, Dec. 18.—The Frank:

“Germany must try to prevent the 
entente-from giving an evasive answer.

German shipbuilding is to be. re- 
stricted in the future, other naval Pow-~ 
ers, including the United States, must 
do likewise. Great Britain must recog- 
nize the sea as a free route for all na- 
tions and must renounce dominations 
and the British idea that Great Britain 
has the sole right of policing the seas. 
The regulation of sea traffic might 
properly be under international organ- 
ization.”’ 

The Zeitung concludes: . 

“If the peace offer is not accepted and 
Germany is forced to fight until her vic- 
tory is complete, then the peace will be 
of quite a different kind.” 

The Berlin Vossische Zeitung says that 
a territorial rearrangement based upon 
the idea of the independence of Rumania 
is ne longer to be considered. This state- 
ment, which is based upon information 


by a declaration that Russia will re- 
ceive Moldavia as an equivalent for a 
considerable territorial sacrifice which is 
to be demanded of her. 

Poland, the article adds, is to be made 
into an independent kingdom, Courlani

« shebammtenitaiticnaadiiiinammcti Uae aia, 
MISSOURI'S LAME FINANCES. 

There is no question that the equalization of 
assessments of all taxable property in Missouri 
on a cash value basis would yield at the present 
tax rate more than enough revenue for the 
needs of the State. 3 

So far the State Board of Equalization hae 
refused to compel equal assessments. The Post- 
Dispatch has campaigned for equality of assess- 
ment for years. St. Louis business organizations 
have striven to obtain action on the part of the 
board without effect. 

If the county and city assessments were equal- 
ized, there would still be inequalities on  ac- 
count of the constitutional: tax system, which 
requires taxation of all. property alike. Enormous 
values in intangible property escape taxation, 
and this fact is an obstacle to the equalizing of 
tangible property. The’ sense of inherent injus- 
tice in the working’ of the system operates to 
restrain public opinion and public officials from 
effective action. 

The State will not have sufficient revenue with 
just taxation until the antiquated system is 
changed. The present: emergency should be a 
potent influence to bring about a revision of the 
Constitution. The people should insist upon a new 
Constitution framed on approved modern lines 
to fit modern~Conditions. It should provide for 
a separation of State and local taxation as a 
fundamental condition to equality of taxation. 
It should provide for the levy of taxes that can 
be collected. A. sure way to reach intangible 
property or its income should be devised and 
adopted. 

The Gardner administration should see that as- 
sessments are equalized so far as possible under 
the present system, until a better system is 
‘adopted. Meanwhile the Legislature should go 
thoroughly into the revenue situation and pro- 
‘vide what is necessary to cover the deficit 
and supply sufficient revenue for the State's 

This duty cannot be evaded without disaster, 
Missouri has limped and lagged too long. The 
State’s finances must be put on a sound business 
basis and means provided to sustain liberally 
all’ ms branches of State activity.

ABOVE THE LAW. 

Illinois has an employer’s liability law which 
seems to work all right except when Illinois is 
the employer. When an employe of the State 
invokes the law, liability is shifted from one 
board to another and the employe gets nothing. 
That, at least, is the experience of W. W. 
Looney, a guard at Chester Penitentiary. One 
day a convict dropped a brick on Looney’s head. 
Looney figured that, inasmuch as he was an em- 
ploye of the State and was injured while per- 
forming his: duties, he was entitled to damages 
from the State under the Employer’s Liability 
Act. So he sued and the Court took the same 
view of it and gave him a judgment against the 
State Board of Arbitration: Looney went around 
for his money. The State Board of Arbitration 

was very sorry, but it had no funds for paying 
for the damage done when a brick was dropped 
on Looney’s head. Maybe the State Board of 
Claims: might do something about it. 

Looney went to the State Board of Claims. 
That board had plenty of money but no juris- 
diction, in view of the fact that the Board of 
Arbitration had already considered the case. 

So, as the case stands, Illinois has an em- 
ployer’s liability law, the State Board of Arbi- 
tration has jurisdiction but no money, and the 
State Board of Claims has money but no juris- 
diction.

The average person will fail to understand tlie 
state of mind of Mrs. Boyke of Chicago, who in- 
vited her husband to bring home a young woman 
he had “wronged,” cared for the woman and her 
baby, and then asked the Domestic Relations 
Court {f.it would be right for her to surrender 
her hustand to this young woman. Of course 
the court, the duty of which is to conserve the 
home, told her that it was contrary to its prin- 
ciples to advise her to break up-her home. 

The incident suggests that one of the most per- 
plexing problems of a Domestic Relations Court 
is the problem of the h6éme breaker, whether 
male or female.

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“Having registered last week, with 
great violence, its immediate sensations 
on the German peace proposal, the 
stock market today turned its atten- 
tion toward the next development in 
the episode. An importance attaches 
to the British Premier’s address to Par- 
liament tomorrow—if the address is 
made‘at that time—which was hardly 
ascribed to the first hasty utterances of 
the entente capitals last week. 

“In view of the time which has 
elapsed since the proffer of peace ne- 
gotiations was made, Lioyd-George’s 
speech may be taken to reflect, in a 
measure, the attitude of some, or all, 
of Great Britain’s allies, as well as 
that of his own Government. 

“If the British Mfnister’s statement 
is as clear and straightforward as there 
is a disposition to think it wil] be, our 
own financial community hopes to draw 
from it some rather definite inferences, 
which may have a direct bearing on 
security prices on the exchange. 

Exehange Is Irregular. 

‘“‘Movements in the exchange market 
were contradictory, and wap rete A 80 
involved in speculation that little mean- 
ing could be drawn from them. Rates 
moved sharply in fav6r of Berlin, 
though with considerable irregularity. 
Four marks were quoted at 71%, against 
71% on Saturday. On the other hand, 
Vienna remittances declined from 12.65 
cents to the crown on Saturday to 
12.6 today, and the movement in Ital- 
lan exchange was adverse to Rome.
